In response to the Applicant's arguments it is noted that while Loffler does not explicitly teach w/o 
emulsions containing acryloyldimethyltaurare/vinylpyrrolidone copolymer of the instant claims, the reference teaches that the emulsions 
may be either of o/w or w/o types. Therefore, it would have been prima facie obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to produce emulsions of Loffler in w/o form.
